2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 



2.1 The present application does not meet the 

requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of claim 1 is not novel within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(2) . Document Dl 
discloses (page 26, lines 4-10, claims 1 and 5) a 
method for the treatment of paper surfaces wherein 
aqueous dispersions of composite particles are 
used for the coating of paper. The composite 
particles are made of a polymer and a fine- 
particle inorganic solid, and the size of the 
weight average particles of the fine-particle 
solid is less than 100 nm. 



2 . 2 The same reason applies correspondingly to 
independent claims 4 and 11 to 15.
